Onecase filed with the department in 1994 remained open

through 1996. Thatasein Con—Agra, Inc. formerly doing
business abdlorthern States Beef in Edgakisconsin. The
departmenhad completed its investigation of this matter in

1994and referred the matter to the Department of Justice for

litigation. On November 1, 199e circuit court in Marathon
County issued its final ruling inthis case awarding
approximately346 employees a totgdenalty wage (plus
interest)of $985,000.00 and also ordered the employpayo
the state a $30,000.00 surchar These payments have been
receivedby the department and nearly all of the penatiges

More detailed cost analysis,
holding design engineers accountable for desigrality;
systematic evaluation of engineering and construction
contractorperformance, and development of more useful
performancemeasures are needed to limit project cost
overrunsand improve program management.
